WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. Everett 
M. Dirksen said today there is “ evi­ 
dent b elief’ at the White House that a 
further U.S. troop withdrawal from Viet­ 
nam—beyond the 25,000 already planned 
—could be announced before the end of 
this month. 
The Senate Republican leader made 
the statement on Capitol Hill after atwo» 
hour breakfast session with President 
Nixon attended by Republican and Demo­ 
cratic leaders of the House and Senate 
less than nine hours after Nixon’s re­ 
turn to the White House from his world 
tour. 


Dirksen declined to discuss the num­ 
bers involved in the possible new with­ 
drawal. He told reporters, however, that 
the announcement that further withdraw­ 
als might be possible “ before the end 
of August’’ was made after Nixon con- 
ferred with military leaders in Saigon. 
Dirksen said the possibility also was 
raised during White House meeting that 
inspiration from private sources might 
be brought to bear’’ to get the stale­ 
mated Paris peace talks moving. 
He said the “ general belief’ was 
that the talks had been stalled so long 
“ that some inspired private effort might 
get under way . . . There was no indi­ 
cation of the source of that effort and 
who might be involved.” 
During his meeting with legislative 
leaders of both parties, Nixon reassert­ 
ed his doctrine that the defense of Asia 
must be increasingly handled by Asian 
nations themselves. 
At the session with Capitol Hill lead­ 
ers, Nixon was reported fresh and en­ 
thusiastic despite the rigors of his 1 2» 
day globe-circling trip that ended late 
Sunday night. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field said the President stressed that 
his “ declaration of Guam, the statement 
he made unofficially . . . was the basis 
of his trip.” 


“ I said I approved of that state­ 
ment because it affords a more healthy 
direction for the United States and Asia.” 
During an informal meeting with re­ 
porters on Guam in which the President 
forbade direct quotation of his remarks, 
Nixon spoke of the U.S. attitude toward 
problems of Asian nations. He said the 
time had come when the United States 
should be emphatic in telling Asian al­ 
lies that, except for threat from a ma- 
jor power involving nuclear weapons, the 
United States had the right to expect 
that the problem of defense would be in- 
creasingly handled by the Asian nations 
themselves. 
Mansfield was asked today if he saw 
any inconsistency in that pronouncement 
and a later pledge by Nixon for support 
of Thailand against internal and extern 
al aggression. “ You have to allow a 
President 
a little degree of flexibility 
and leeway,” Mansfield replied. 
Twenty - three senators 
and House 
members attended the breakfast meet­ 
ing. Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
also was on hand, as he was late Sui* 
day night at Andrews AFB, Md„ when 
the President arrived home in a driving 
rainstorm from his eight-nation trip. 
Despite the rigors of the trip, which 
saw the President fly more than 5,000 
miles Sunday, Nixon was described as 
rested and enthusiastic over results of 
the journey starting with the Apollo 11 
splashdown in the Pacific.

3 prisoners 
released 
by Hanoi 


TOKYO (UPI) — Hanoi Radio announc­ 
ed today it had released three American 
prisoners of war — a Navy and an Air 
Force pilot and a sailor who fell over­ 
board from the cruiser USS Canberra 
off the coast of North Vietnam. 
Then three men were identified as: 
—U.S. Navy pilot Lt. jg Robert Frish- 
man, 29, who was captured Oct. 24, 1967 
when his F4B Phantom jet fighter was 
shot down over North Vietnam. 
—U.S. Air Force pilot 1st Lt. Wes­ 
ley L. Rumble, 26, of Oroville, Calif., 
whose Da Nang-based F4B Phantom was 
shot down April 29, 1968. 
-U.S. Navy sailor Douglas Hegdahl of 
Clark, S.D., who was washed overboard 
from the Canberra and captured on April 
5, 1967. 
Although Hanoi reported they had been 
released under term s of an announcement 
July 3 that they would be freed to honor 
the July 4th American Independence holi­ 
day, they were not expected to reach 
Vientiane, Laos, on their way home, un­ 
til Tuesday. 
North Vietnam previously has released 
nine American prisoners and the Viet 
Cong 25. Hanoi has refused to say how 
many of the 500 to 600 missing fliers 
are in its custody or to provide a list 
of names. 
U.S.Negotiators at the Paris peace 
talks have asked repeatedly that the pri­ 
soners’ names be released and that the 
wounded ones be returned; Hanoi’s only 
concession has been to allow some pack­ 
ages to go through. 
Hanoi, as in its past releases, was 
turning the Americans over to members 
of U.S. pacifist organization which made 
contact with North Vietnamese in Paris 
and then flew to Hanoi via Vientiane 
aboard a plane of the International Coiv 
trol Commission (ICC). 
Seven Americans went to Hanoi 17 days 
ago to pick up the Americans and it was 
believed they would fly out Tuesday, 
weather permitting, aboard a World War 
II B29 used by the ICC. The ICC was 
formed in 1954 to police the cease­ 
fire at end of the French Indochina 
war and is composed of India, Canada 
and Poland. 
Higher taxes for 


all near official

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ater a six- 
month struggle, Congress is about to 
make it official — higher taxes tor most 
Americans. 
The House meets today, ready to pass 
and send to the White House a six-month 
extension of the 10 per cent income tax 
surcharge, an extension which will keep 
the anti-inflation measure alive through 
Dec. 31. 
The Senate has already approved the 
six-month extension. The lew which will 
rake in $5.6 billion for the Treasury 
during the business year which began 
July 1. 
The senate had balked at a House- 
passed bill extending the tax at 10 per 
cent this year, and continuing it at 5 
per cent through June 30, 1970. The 
bill from Congress will represent for 
President Nixon a significant legislative 
achievement. He has insisted the sur­ 
tax is his basic tool to fight inflation 
by removing money from consumers. 
The surcharge means the government 
will get an additional $10 in taxes for 
every $100 in taxes now collected.

Efforts continued today to identify the 
badly decomposed body of a girl in her 
late teens who was discovered yester­ 
day along a lonely road leading to the 
Grefco Quarry approximately five miles 
south of Lompoc. 
A Sheriffs inspector told the Record 
it was “definitely murder.” 
Sheriff’s DetectiveRobert W. Kelley, 
of Lompoc, and a friend, John Bradford 
made the gruesome discovery while on a 
routine investigation of reported illegal 
hunting. Initial reports indicated the body 
had lain undiscovered for some time. 
The body was taken to Me Peek Mor­ 
tuary for an autopsy to determine the 
cause of death. 
Details of the tragedy were sketchy, 
but one report indicated that the girl 
had been either stabbed or shot a number 
of times, and the front part of skull 
above the forehead had what appeared to 
be a massive injury. 
Sheriffs Inspector Peter J. Zanel- 
la described the body as that of a girl 
of average size, fully clothed in a shirt 
and flowered full - length trousers and 
sandals. He said the girl had light brown 
hair. 
Other details 
were sketchy. Zanella 
said there was a large amount of blood 
at the scene near the body, but that this 
did not necessarily mean that the girl 
had died at the scene. 
The body was discovered lying on its 
left side in a curled position 
a few 
feet away from a spur of rural road 
that juts north from the main Grefco 
road, or at a point about a quarter 
mile from Highway 1. 
Investigators of the Sheriffs depart­ 
ment as well as Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment today were scanning missing per­ 
sons reports in an effort to identify the 
body. No positive identification had been 
made at noon today. 
One of the first couples that were 
brought to Sheriff headquarters in the 
case was T.Sgt. Robert R. Lunsford and 
his wife, Dorothy, of 409 Juniper Ave., 
Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
The couple reportedly viewed a pair 
of sandals taken from the body and re­ 
portedly said that the footwear did not 
belong to their daughter, Vicki Ann Nel­ 
son, 16, who was reported missing on 
July 11. 
The Lunsfords went to the mortuary 
this morning 
where they supplied of­ 
ficials with some physical marks or 
identifying details which might be helpful 
in an identification. 
In a missing persons report filed on 
July 11, the Lunsfords 
said Vicki

WASHINGTON (UPI)— A group 
of 
scientists has urged the government to 
take advantage of a planetary situation 
that will not exist again for another 180 
years by launching unmanned spacecraft 
on a grand tour of Jupiter, Saturn, Uran­ 
us, Neptune and Pluto. 
The tour could be accomplished with 
existing rocket engines but should be 
done in the late 1970s because those 
planets will then be in favorable posi­ 
tions 
that will not be repeated again 
until the year, 2155, the scientists said 
From Jupiter outward, the scientists 
said, the spacecraft will be able to use 
the gravitational pull of each planet as 
free energy to drag the probes even 
deeper into the fringes of the solar 
system. 
The program was recommended to 
National Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration (NASA) in a report published by 
the National Academy of Sciences. It

Mystery blasts nearly level 


small town in

NOEL, Mo. (UPI)— It was a resort 
town nestled beside a small lake in 
the shadow of the Ozark Mountains, 
Today the only visitors were National 
Guardsmen. 
Besides the unusual quiet brought by 
the evacuation of nearly all the 1,000 
residents, there were 200 damaged build­ 
ings, a 20-foot deep gorge and the Guards­ 
men patroling to prevent looting as mute 
evidence of two vicious, unexplained 
explosions Sunday. 
Not only was the cause of the blasts 
unknown, even the exact circumstances 
surrounding them were the subject of 
controversy among investigators.. 
One thing was certain. 
The 
ex­ 
plosions left one person dead, 40 in­ 
jured and Noel practically a ghost town. 
A crater 20 feet deep and some 50 
feet long marked the spot of the ex­ 
plosion. 
“ I thought it was an earthquake or

maybe the end of the world,” one Noel 
citizen said after the explosion. 
Initial reports were that the larger 
blast was a huge propane tank at a 
storage depot of the Tri-State Gas Co., 
near the railroad tracks 
However, a spokesman for the Empire 
Gas Co. at Lebanon, parent firm of Tri- 
State, said “ it was not our equipment 
which blew.” 
By Sunday night Noel was populated 
by only a few residents, civilian law 
enforcement officers and about 100 Nat­ 
ional Guradsmen. 
Windows of many businesses and res­ 
idences were boarded. Streets were vir­ 
tually empty. Utilities were gradually 
being restored after being torn out by 
the blasts which shattered the Sunday 
morning calm of the picturesque town. 
The highway and sill others leading 
into Noel were sealed off by troopers 
who turned back thousands of cars of 
Sunday night sightseers.

prisoners equal to privileges 
of other inmates and federal 
prisoners are in a special sec­ 
tion of the county jail such 
as dally showers, improvement 
in the food, and adequate med­ 
ical treatment. 
About 40 people picketed the 
jail Sunday

conditions 
after 
a one-page 
letter by Harris, the 23-year-old 
organizer of the 
Resistance 
antidraft group, was smuggled 
out of the jail by one of his 
attorneys. 
The letter said the hunger 
strike began Friday after jail 
authorities failed to provide 
medical treatment for a priso­ 
ner with a lung ailment who 
was coughing blood. 
The 
letter 
read this way: 
“We live in an 8-by-20-foottank 
cell with bars across the front. 
There are eight prisoners to 
each cell, six sleep on bunks, 
the other two on m attresses on 
the floor. We get out once 
during the week for a shower 
and twice a week for visits. 
“ If you stay up late, you can 
hear the guards beating on the 
prisoners in the hole: the hole 
is about 5-by-7 feet with rubber 
walls and a floor with a hole in 
the middle that backs sewage 
into the cell. 
“When the grand jury came 
through, the jail officials put 
down a new floor, because they 
couldn’t wash out the blood 
stains. There is someone in the 
hole now who scream s all night 
long. ”

Although the Senate passed

hundreds of bills pending be fore 
both houses. 
One of the measures sent to 
Reagan Saturday by the Senate 
would require the secretary of 
state to place on the presiden­ 
tial prim ary election ballot the 
names of all nationally recog­ 
nized contenders. 
The result would be a crucial 
June showdown of voter serv 
timent 
late 
in the prim ary 
season 
only 
a 
few 
weeks 
before the national conventions. 
The 
Senate voted 26-0 to 
concur 
in 
minor 
Assembly 
amendments to the bill by Sen. 
Alfred E. Alquist, D-San Jose. 
Under present California law, 
a candidate must request that 
his name be placed on the 
ballot. As a result, officially 
declared out-of-state candidates 
traditionally have stayed out of 
the California primary as a 
courtesy to the governor, who 
runs as a “ favorite son.”

Reagan ran as a favorite son 
in 1968 and then declared his

Republican National Convention 
began. 
He vetoed Alquist’s bill last 
year saying it "adds nothing to 
the democratic process" and 
"would place prominent politi­ 
cal figures in awkward posi­ 
tions by forcing them to make 
decisions they might not wish 
to make—decisions that no one 
man has the moral right to 
force them to make." 
In May Reagan was asked if 
he still opposed the bill and 
replied: "Nothing has happened 
to change my mind about that 
bill from a year ago." 
Alquist was asked by news- 
men 
whether 
he intends to 
lobby the governor.

fathead," the lawmaker replied. 
Reagan’s 
veto 
could 
be 
overridden by the legislature 
but it’s been more than 10 
years since the legislature has 
mustered the two-thirds vote 
necessary in each house to pass 
a bill rejected by a governor. 
Under term s of the bill, the 
secretary of state would be 
required to place on the prim ary

advocated for or recognized in 
the news media throughout the 
United States or California as

If the political figure didn’t 
want to run in the California 
prim ary, he would have to file 
a d isclaim er at least 60 days 
before the election declaring he 
" is not now and does not intend 
to become a candidate." 
To win California’s huge block 
of delegates, a candidate would 
have to receive at least 40 per 
cent of his party’s primary 
vote. If no candidate did, a 
state convention would select

delegation to 
attend the national convention. 
The system is sim ilar to

in the less populated 
states of Oregon, Nebraska and 
Wisconsin.

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Ducks, geese vanish as technology 
reclaims rich San Joaquin Valley

STRATFORD (UPI)-M illions 
of ducks and geese nested in 
the San Joaquin Valley around 
the turn of the century when 
much of the area was a vast 
fresh-w ater swamp. 
Never 
again. 
Man—in 
the 
name 
of 
p ro g ress-h a s 
re­ 
claim ed 
the 
swamps 
and 
backw aters for the rich agricul­ 
tural land that lay beneath the 
w ater. 
This 
year 
Mother Nature 
challenged the engineers with 
their canals and levees and, in 
a few short months, created 
Tulare Lake and Sand Ridge 
reservoir-60,000 and 
16,000 
surface acres where last year 
rich grain fields prospered. 
The great volumes of water- 
Tulare Lake is now the largest 
lake 
in 
surface 
area 
in 
C alifornia-cam e from the run­ 
off of a record snowfall in the 
High S ierra. 
And following breeding in­ 
stincts dormant for nearly a 
century, the ducks came back 
to nest. There was a flaw in 
nature’s planning. The ducks 
a re dying by the thousands. 
The 
killer 
is type C or 
waterfowl botulism -a strain of 
m icro-organic 
poison 
many 
tim es more 
deadly 
than the 
venom 
of 
a 
cobra 
and 
a 
constant mantle of death for 
the 
nesting 
ducks, 
although 
harm less to man and most oth­ 
e r anim als. 
In 1967, an estim ated 60,000 
bird s died from botulism, and 
in 1941 some 250,000 more per­ 
ished in the basin. 
The deadly m icroorganism s, 
according 
to California Divi­ 
sion of Fish and Game assist­ 
ant supervisor John Parrish, 
a re omnipresent in the top lay­ 
e rs of the earth’s soil. 
All that is needed to release 
them from dormancy is warm, 
shallow water and a quantity of 
decaying vegetable m atter. 
Skimming across Sand Ridge 
reserv o ir 
in 
one 
of 
the 
departm ent’s five new airboats 
and heads of millions of barley 
stalks can be seen just a few 
inches beneath the su rfa c e - 
prim e feed for unsuspecting 
waterfowl. 
Airboat operator Bill Costen 
suddenly begins a slow turn. 
Ahead, 
a 
group 
of 
ducks 
huddles beneath a scant cover 
of weeds. 
As the boat approaches to 
within 25 yards, most of the 
birds scoot for open water, 
their wing tips beating franti­ 
cally in a useless attempt to 
fly. 
“ Floppers,” 
grins P a rris. 
“ They’re not sick. Just molting. 
They don’t have any prim ary 
feathers on their wings, so they 
can’t 
take 
off, 
but 
they’re 
healthy.” 


But two of the birds don’t 
make any effort at escape. As 
the boat skim s up beside them 
they wag their heads drunken- 
ly, their wings droop. One tries 
unsuccessfully to dive, but can 
only get his head under w ater. 
With a swift motion, P arrish 
scoops one up by the feet. Its 
head droops below its body. He 
waves his hand in front of its 
eyes. No response. “ Nicotating 
membrane is paralyzed,” he 
sayds. 
“ What 
botulism 
does 
is 
attack 
the 
nervous 
system . 
Actually, 
many birds drown 
before they die of the poison. 
The organism makes them so 
weak 
they 
can’t keep their 
heads above water, and they 
drown. 
“ But when there is still some 
life in them we take them over 
to the Kern National Wildlife 
Refuge. They flush out their 
system s with fresh water and 
give them an anti-toxin shot. 
We can save about 60 per cent 
of them if they aren’t too far 
gone. 
“ Thus far this year we’ve lost 
about 7,000 to 8,000 ducks, and 
there will be a lot more when 
the m igrating birds come down 
from the north this fall. If we 
can just treat the sick birds 
and dispose of the dead ones so 
the disease doesn’t spread, may­ 
be we can keep m atters in 
hand.” 


After som e three hours on the 
water, having collected about 20 
ducks 
P arrish thinks can be 
salvaged, the airboat is headed 
back to shore. Maybe 200 dead 
birds have been spotted. The 
next step is taking the sick 
birds 
to 
the 
refuge 
for 
treatm ent. 
The refuge—16 square m iles 
of 
manmade 
swamp 
in the 
heart 
of 
what 
was 
once 
thousands of square m iles—is 
under the guidance of director 
Leon Littlefield. 
The botulism control program 
is a cooperative effort between 
the state, whose job it is to 
collect 
the 
dead 
and dying 
birds, and the federal men who 
try to save the sickly ducks. 


For an hour 
P arrish and 
Littlefield, along with others, 
plan strategy. There is talk of 
innoculating sick birds, picking 
up 
dead 
ones, 
setting 
off 
firew orks to get healthy ducks 
out of the danger area, even 
asking the m ilitary to fly jet 
planes over the lakes to scare 
off the ducks. 
John P arrish and his co­ 
w orkers work long, hard hours 
trying to save waterfowl. Says 
P arrish, “ in the past, we lost a 
lot of birds some y ears. We 
hope 
that 
never 
happens 
again.” 
They do much m ore than 
hope.

N EW Y O R K —(N E A )—It’s 
not mere coincidence that 
most space authorities are 
now promoting Mars as the 
next new world for mankind 
to visit. 


According to the consensus, 
Mars may in fact be the only 
new world (beside the moon*) 
that mankind can visit. 


The reason, simplified, is 
this: 
Everything 
else 
out 
there—and there’s a lot out 
there—is, based on present 
thinking, either too hostile 
or too far away for immedi­ 
ate manned-flight planners 
to consider. 


A chief proponent of this 
belief is Dr. Robert Jastrow, 
d i r e c t o r of the Goddard 
Institute for Space Studies. 
He admits man’s ultimate 
space exploration may in­ 
deed be boundless, but, as 
things currently stand, he 
feels 
the 
manned - landing 
p o s s i b i l i t i e s are quite 
limited. 


He explains it this way: 
“ Of the nine planets that 
are in our galaxy, only Mars 
is fit for any kind of a 
manned landing. Mercury is 
too close to the sun. 
the 
surface of V e n u s is hot 
enough to melt lead. Jupiter, 
Saturn. Uranus and Neptune 
—all 100 to 300 times the 
mass of earth—have gravi­ 
tational forces that would 
crush any landing astronaut. 
The final planet, Pluto, is 
frozen, barren and four bil­ 
lion miles away. 


"As for the other bodies in 
this galaxy, there are any 
number we can think of. 
This galaxy has about 100.000 
million stars bound together, 
including the sun. 
But the 
sun is naturally too hot for 
man (about 10,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit on the surface). 
And the next nearest star is 
Alpha Centuri. which is some 
25 trillion miles away. 
It 
would take 100,000 years, at 
rocket speeds of five miles 
per second, to reach it 


“ And this barrier of dis­ 
tance is even more evident 
when we c o n s i d e r inter­ 
gala \v travel. Again, there 
are any number of other 
galaxies—we k n o w of at 
least 10,000 million others, 
each 
with 
100.000 
million 
stars. Hut they are just too

far awav. The nearest neigh­ 
boring galaxy, Andromeda, 
is two m i l l i o n light years 
away (a light year is six tril­ 
lion miles—and that's thous­ 
ands of travel years from our 
earth.” 
These 
observations, 
Dr. 
Jastrow adds quickly, are 
r o o t e d to contemporary 
knowledge only. The barri­ 
ers may not be everlasting. 
And Jastrow believes man 
will 
eventually 
overcome 
many of t h e s e shackling 
problems. 


In fact, the scientist adds, 
man must overcome these 
problems. 


“ A c c o r d i n g to calcula­ 
tions.” he says, “ the earth 
probably will be able to sup­ 
port life for five billion more 
years. 
After that, the sun 
will have b e c o m e a red 
giant, swollen into a vast, 
distended sphere of gas 180 
times its present radius—and 
heat the surface of the earth 
to 4.000 degrees.” 
So. the physicist explains, 
this planet will eventually 
have to be abandoned. And 
some other place found to 
support continuation of earth 
lite. 
It ’s certainly nothing to 
lose any sleep over right 
now, Jastrow admits; 
it’s 
only a problem for those liv­ 
ing 200 million generations 
hence. 
For the present genera­ 
tion, of course, the problem 
is considerably less massive. 
Just to get to Mars. And Dr. 
.Jastrow has no doubts it will 
be done. Probably, as many 
space authorities agree, in 
the 1980s.

President Nion at this point might have used an excuse to 
delay his world tour homecoming. 
Waiting for him is the recommendation of Dr. Milton S. Eisen­ 
hower’s National Commission on the Causes and Prevention of 
Violence that citizens be relieved of some 21 million handguns 
now in private hands, a new volley on the gun control front that 
could signal another of those conflict of policy crises — with 
the President in the damned-if-he-does, damned-if-he-doesn’t 
middle — which seem to be becoming a hallmark of the Nixon 
administration. 
In this case, the conflict is between the commission’s pro­ 
posal for stringent new federal-state curbs on firearms pos­ 
session and the testimony of administration spokesmen on Capi­ 
tol H ill only a few days earlier opposing additional gun control 
legislation at the present time. 
The testimony 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee, de­ 
livered by a deputy attorney general among others, supposed­ 
ly represented the official administration 
position while the 
violence 
commission is an ad hoc body, originally set up by 
President Johnson. Nixon, however, last May extended its man­ 
date to the end of this year, a seal of administration acceptance 
if not necessarily full status. 
Apart from whatever pushing and hauling may result in the 
administration, the commission report is certain to have wide­ 
spread impact. Offhand, it might appear to be an attempt at an 
end run around the major organized opposition to gun control, 
Budget surplus 


The nation is accustomed to budgetary “ surprises.” 
The art or science of predicting where a fiscal year w ill wind 
up when all the figures are in — even giving or taking a billion 
or two — is a skill that eludes the best brains in the govern­ 
ment who have devoted lifetimes to studying the economy and 
how it affects and is affected by that vast, amorphous and im­ 
mensely complicated thing called the national budget. 
But memory fails to recall the last time the surprise was so 
far on the black side of the ledger. Usually it is the other way 
around — a projected deficit of $1 billion turns out to be a defi­ 
cit of $4 billion, or something equally outlandish. 
This time, a projected surplus (a rarity in itself) that was 
pegged at $900 million as recently as last May proved to be 
too low by a factor of more than three. The end of fiscal 
1969 on June 30 found the U.S. treasury with receipts exceed­ 
ing expenditures by an imposing $3.1 billion. 
The country is still suffering from the inflationary influ­ 
ences of the staggering Johnson administration 
deficit of 
$25.4 billion in fiscal 1968 and the smaller deficits that pre­ 
ceded it with annual regularity. The current surplus, the first 
since 1960 and the largest since 1957, is likely to do more to 
cool the overheated economy than any amount of tinkering with 
interest rates or other such “ fine tuning.”

the National Rifle Association, since it concentrates on hand­ 
guns, of minor importance on the sporting scene. 
But even in the unlikely 
event the NRA did not choose to 
man the barricades once more, the commission runs head on 
into a new and numerous interest group — millions of house­ 
holders and shopkeepers. 
Annual sales of handguns are four 
times now what they were five years ago, a period neatly 
matching the rising national concern over law and order. 
The commission has statistics to show that guns more often 
lead to tragic home accidents than to thwarted robberies. But 
it is difficult to tell an individual, convinced he needs a gun 
for his own protection, that statistics apply to him as well as 
somebody, or everybody else. 
And if it has been difficult to sell Congress and state legisla­ 
tures on measures as mild as registration and import curbs, 
there seems no chance that they w ill buy, at least at present, 
anything so drastic as confiscation. 
The immediate effect of the commission report, therefore, 
is likely to be limited to revival of the gun control debate, both 
within the administration and in the public forum. The Judi­ 
ciary Committee testimony would have attracted little notice 
if it had not been for the timing, which seems too much of a 
coincidence, of the commission report. 
If nothing else, it demonstrates that speaking softly will 
not make an unresolved major issue, and gun control is that, 
go away. 


It is not only that this $3.1 billion should help to retire some 
of the national debt, the interest charges on which are alone 
claiming more than $17 billion a year out of the budget. 
Just as important will be its psychological effect. If people 
— businessmen and labor leaders, consumers and congress­ 
men — believe that the economy is entering a “ dis-inflationary” 
cycle (not “ deflationary,” for that is too scary a word), that 
belief w ill itself tend to reinforce all the other signs of such a 
trend. 


The Nixon administration now forecasts a surplus of $6.3 
billion for fiscal 1970 if the 10 per cent income tax surcharge 
is not extended. The fact that the experts were $2.2 billion off 
in their estimates for fiscal 1969 only a month before it ended 
tempers optimism, however. 


A lot can happen between now and next July. The nation is 
still a long way from solving the mystery of how to have pro­ 
sperity 
without 
at 
least a little inflation and a little unem­ 
ployment, or how to meet the goals it sets for itself without 
printing at least a little funny money. 
But the taxpayers’ surprise gift of $3.1 billion to the treas­ 
ury gives hope that, for the present at least, the financial ship 
of state is swinging back toward a more even keel. 


Fight for convictions 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon’s approach has seem­ 
ed all the more confusing because he 
has encouraged the most furious type 
of debating within his administration and 
within the White House itself. 
He has brought in men he considered 
to be the best, and held on to men he 
wanted from the Johnson and Kennedy 
administrations, whether they were “ lib­ 
erals” or “ conservatives.” 
This has led to the most furious inner 
circle arguments and infighting over 
issues. 
Nixon is an attorney and believes 
thoroughly In the adversary (or pro­ 
tagonist) system of law as practiced in 
U S. courts. Under this system, each 
case is acted on separately (consider­ 
ing precedents) and each side battles 
for what it believes with all its might. 


This type of adver­ 
sary “ fighting” 
is 
now going 
on in the 
White 
House, 
the 
Pentagon, 
and 
De­ 
partment ofState, the 
Small Business Ad­ 
ministration, the De­ 
partment 
of Com­ 
merce, the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare 
and in a number of 
other departments and agencies. 
Each side is leaking— or openly stat­ 
ing— its views and its attitudes to the 
press. 
It is known that tn the White House 
the outlook of some advisers is so 
different from that of other advisers 
they work with as equals, superiors

or assistants, that they quite openly 
do not trust each other. Nevertheless, 
a man of one outlook, when tied up 
on some taxk may be represented at 
key meetings by an assistant whole 
philosophical views are diametrically 
opposite from his own. This is known, 
and, approved of, by the President. 


Nixon believes this system works in 
the courts of the United States. He sees 
no reason why it will not work to 
advantage of the White House, in the 
cabinet and the relations between his ad­ 
ministration and Congress. 


Within the White House and the cab­ 
inet, Nixon likes to listen to the argu­ 
ments, let them boil on, sometimes 
for a long time. Then he likes to get 
into a “ back room” and sift these 
things out. And then make a decision. 


From the standpoint of democracy, 
this is excellent, But it sometimes makes 
it very difficult, indeed, to determine 
where the administration is heading. 


The public confusion is all the greater 
because Nixon, unlike his two predec­ 
essors, has not whipped his cabinet and 
subcabinet gien into line on what they 
say publicly. He has not insisted that 
they speak with one voice. He has allow­ 
ed them to go their own ways even when 
they disagree with him, both before and 
after decisions have been made. 


At the State Department and in the 
Pentagon, for example, there is less 
fear of speaking out these days and the 
public sees Secretary of State William 
Rogers and Defense Secretary Melvin 
Laird apparently in open disagreement 
on issues of vital national importance. 


Take the case of Dr. John H Knowles, 
who was HEW Secretary Robert Finch’s 
candidate for the nation’s top health 
post. When Knowles was not nominated, 
the cry was that “ conservatives” had 
won over the “ liberals.” But 
then 
Nixon nominated Dr. Roger O Egeberg 
for the slot. Egeberg’s record, it was 
widely reported, is sim ilar to that of 
Knowles. So there was no swing and 
no ideological victory. What Nixon did 
is what all presidents do. They give 
the right to veto in appointments to 
the congressional leaders of their own 
party. Most of them do it more quietly 
and with greater finesse. Nixon let the 
matter be argued out to the bitter end. 


The muddled Left 


Opportunistic Arthur Schlesinger Jr ., 
J . Kenneth Galbraith and others repre­ 
senting the muddled left wing of the Demo 
cratic,party are castigating what they call 
“ law and order” candidates now winning 
in state and local elections. To hear 
their sneers you'd think “ law and order” 
were dirty words. 
This is the pseudo 
liberal frame of mind 
directly responsible 
for many of our most- 
burning 
problems, 
including law and or­ 
der. In their glib self­ 
infatuation they put 
themselves over and 
beyond the law and 
employ a double stan­ 
dard toward the of­ 
fenders, no matter 
what they do. This is democracy? 
Voters everywhere are worried, dis­ 
gusted and alarmed about the collapse 
of law and order. Why shouldn’t voters 
respond to men who are as alarmed as 
they are? How much more do the sneer- 
ers believe the American people will 
stand for? 
Says Schlesinger, for example, re­ 
garding the Columbia University riots: 
“ There is nothing that the Columbia Ui* 
iversity students did which was not to­ 
tally consistent with the American ver­ 
sion of democracy. There is nothing — 
and I w ill repeat it — in what they 
did which is in the slightest degree ex­ 
tra-democratic.” 
Read that again — slowly this time 
— and see what you think. 
Typically, arrogant Schlesinger breez­ 
es over the ourageous fact that the 
rioters entered buildings and seized 
them unlawfully, wantonly destroyed uni­ 
versity property and the personal ef­ 
fects of other people, ravished the pres­ 
ident’s office, stole his files and denied 
all rights of the other students and the 
faculty to function in the great insists 
tion. 
Typically, it does not bother such 
sneerers as Schlesinger that dissenters 
are shouted down or the microphone 
wrestled from them. Discussion exists 
only among those who agree with the 
rioters. Their tactic is “ anybody we don’t 
want to hear, nobody's going to hear.” 
They demand that others follow demo- 
cratic rules which they themselves defy, 
and defy deliberately, violently and sys­ 
tematically. 
How interested, really, are Schlesing­ 
er, Gailbraith, et al, in democracy? 
They apply the word to suit themselves 
and the building of their own image. 
They deal in the left wing’s great ver­ 
bal bullfrog tradition of inflated talk 
and in a sanctimonious jargon which 
hides their contention that the end justw 
fies the means. 
Facts of record can be twisted, ig­ 
nored, obscured, alibied or swept ui> 
der the rug only so long by this cabal. 
Moreover, there is a great deal of 
national iconoelasm under their oily 
surface. 
While the talk - talk - talking cabal 
defends its riotous pets listen to this 
same Schlesinger on the subject of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. Schlesinger 
describes MacArthur as “ wearing his 
patriotism on his sleeve,” charges this 
great American with “ messianism and 
paranoia” and speaks with contempt of 
his “ ham eloquence” and “ overwritten 
Confederate prose.” 
Oh, little Arthur, that you should ever 
be fit to dust the boots of Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur! 
Liberalism 
should be 
synonymous 
with decency, idealism and justice. But 
this cabal representing the muddled left 
wing of the Democratic party has stoU 
en the liberal label and falsified the 
contents of the bottle. And the moral 
emptiness these birds of a feather so 
constantly show is utterly appalling. 
What this talk - talk - talking cabal 
of strange thinkers really needs is some 
olcLfashioned honesty mixed with its self-

With friends like this the Democratic 
party doesn't need enemies. For even a 
blind man who travels our country could 


see that this whole cabal is totally out 
of touch with the thinking of the Ameri­ 
can People. The law-and-order issue is 
merely one example. 
The liability to this great national 
party grows greater every time aSchles- 
inger or a Galbraith opens his mouth. 
These word pushers talk and write 
and plot and plan but their cleverness 
— and their blindness to the country's 
thoughts and feelings — backfires on 


the Democratic party. 
How the Democratic party is going to 
shake these nuts out of its party tree 
I don’t know. But shake them out it 
had better, and so had Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, the cabal’s candidate, if Mr. 
Kennedy is to have any future in Presi­ 
dential politics.
